You won't be able to miss our 
landmark cenotaph clock tower, and 
beside it you'll see the impressive and 
historic Court House. 

Upstairs in this beautiful building is 
one of the Shaw Festival theatres, while 
downstairs is the Chamber office, where 
you will find all the information you 
need to make the most of your visit. 
Whether you are looking for the best 
place for dinner before a show, tickets 
for any number of events, directions to 
one intriguing estate winery or a wine 
tour that will take you to several, the 
Chamber can help.

How to find us: 

Before you can discover all Niagara-on- 
the-Lake has to offer, you have to get here, 
and thankfully we are not hard to find. Our 
most popular route into town runs from the 
Queen Elizabeth Way (QEW). 

Take the Glendale Avenue exit off the 
QEW to Niagara-on-the-Lake, then follow 
signs to connect to Regional Road 55 by 
turning left on to York Road, then make a 
right at the first set of lights to take Airport 
Road, the shortest path to Regional Road 55, 
which is called “Niagara Stone Road” locally. 
Turn right onto Stone Road and enjoy the 
scenery of lush vineyards, our newly 
installed roundabout and the bustling com¬ 
merce of Virgil before you arrive at Queen 
Street in the Old Town. When you get to the 
end of the road, with the golf course and the 
lake ahead of you, turn right to get to the 
heart of the Old Town and the Shaw Festival 
theatres. 

Once you’re within the municipality, 
please check the map on Page 20 and 21 to 
navigate your way around town. Detailed 
driving directions are also available from the 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Line-ups at border crossings can cause 
delays, and traffic on the QEW from Toronto 
is often heavy. Allow at least two hours for 
your drive from Toronto, especially if you 
have theatre tickets. For border wait times, 
visit www.cbsa.gc.ca or contact the Niagara 
Falls Bridge Commission at 1-800-715-6722 
(press option 2) for traffic conditions on 
bridges at Queenston - Lewiston, Niagara 
Falls and Buffalo - Fort Erie, Peace Bridge.

N iagara-on-the-Lake is 
history come to life. 

The Old Town, with its 
beautiful heritage 

buildings, is steeped in history that 
forged our nation. 

The town, known in early years as 
Newark, was the first capital of Upper 
Canada, site of the first library, 
newspaper and golf course, and passed 
the first anti-slavery legislation. 

It was also the site of important 
battles of the War of 1812, which 
established our country. 


The town itself had been settled by 
American Loyalists who fled to 
Niagara during the American 
Revolution. Then, in the days leading 
up to the War of 1812, Fort George 
became a stronghold with a British 
military base, and residents found 
themselves within range of enemy 
cannons at Fort Niagara, just across the 

The troops of Fort George crushed 
an American invasion at Queenston 
Heights in October of 1812, but lost 
brilliant military strategist General 


Isaac Brock. The Americans attacked 
again the following May, destroying 
Fort George and taking the town. It 
was the following December, 1813, that 
the Americans retreated, burning the 
town as they fled. 

Conflicts continued into the fall of 
1814, by which time both sides had 
invaded each other’s territory, some 
successfully. But these areas were 
restored by the Treaty of Ghent which 
re-instated original boundaries, and 
led to the 200 years of peace. 

McFarland House on the Niagara 
Parkway was the sole property to 
survive the town’s infamous burning— 
visit it and discover why. Hear the 
truth behind Laura Secord’s midnight 
walk to alert the British of pending 
invasion by visiting her Queenston 
homestead. Visit Brock’s Monument at 
Queenston Heights and discover how 
one general could rate four separate 
burials. 

Fort George was rebuilt in the 1930s 
as a monument to the struggle for 
Canadian sovereignty. 

It’s the perfect place to visit, more 
than 200 years after the war, to

Fort George is also home to the 
internationally renowned Fife and 
Drum Corps of the 41st Regiment of 


Foot, an experience not to be missed. 
Fort George honours the British 
regulars, local Canadian militia, and 
the First Nations who defended our 
country. 

Soldiers in redcoats fire muskets, 
clouding the air with black powder 
smoke. Fifers’ and Drummers’ tunes 
drift past blockhouses, a historic 
powder magazine and cannons on the 
lookout. Step straight from the genteel 
Victorian town of Niagara-on-the-Lake 
into the War of 
1812 at Fort

His choices of plays promise some 
mirth, some music and the macabre 
in store for his first season, includ¬ 
ing the Pygmalion- inspired musical 
Me and My Girl , Liz Lochhead’s 
provocative adaptation of Dracula, 
and the return of the Bernard Shaw 
staple Saint Joan, at the Festival 
Theatre.
